HOUSING OF SCOTTISH 
FARM-WORKERS

Many Scottish cottages and “‘ bothies " will 
be transformed by the Housing (Agricultural 
Population) Scotland Bill, which will be pub- 
lished to-day and debated in the House on 
‘luesday next. 

Mr Walter Elliot (Secretary for Scotland) 
yesterday formally presented the bill, which 
is divided into three parts. The first part 
provides a special State subsidy to enable 
county EN sir build houses tor the agri- 
cultural population. Part Two efiables county 
councils to give grants to private persons 
for the erection of new houses to replace un- 
satisfactory dwellings occupied by farm ser- 
vants, crofters and similar classes. Minor 


changes are made in Part Three, with 
the object of improving housing adminis- 
tration and providing for by-laws deal- 


ing with “bothies”* and similar premises. 
Weight was given to some of the proposals 
in the bill by the fire at Kirkintilloch, in 
which ten seasonal workers ns Local 
authorities are reguired within a given time 
to make by-laws, covering veritilation, heat- 
ing and lighting, and.furnishing, includin 
bedding, accommodation for clothing, an 
arfangements for prevention of fire.

DISTRESSED AREAS 
STILL

The Times, reviewing editorially to-day 
the articles which have just been con- 
cluded in its columns on the Special 
Areas, says: They have sketched the new 
and narrower dimensions of a problem of 
distress that is still intense. In some 
places industry has recovered something 
like its old activity. At least for a time 
those places have returned to normal con- 
ditions. Others show little improvement, 
and still others none at all, and were it 
not for the fact that the resources of the 
Commissioner are not exhausted. but were 
enlarged in the early part of this year, 
and that all available expedients have not 
yet been tried, the outlook for them would 
be even darker; for they have drawn 
nearer to the impending doom of utter 
decay, from which only new industries cen 
rescue them. New industries have gone 
elsewhere—not to them; South-West Dur- 
ham remains a derelict area. 

In Cumberland there are several places 
—Maryport, with 10,000 inhabitants being 
one, and Cleater Moor another—which are 
rapidly lapsing into the same helplessness, 
and well-nigh hopelessness, and in South 
Wales all along the heads of the valleys 
stand towns that have outlived their in- 
dustries. It is tragedy when fate. re- 
morselessly drives the innocent to destruc- 


‘tion, but here is no work of: the: Fates, 


but of men; and what man has’ done 
badly man can mend. So then, while 


there is marked improvement in the dis- 


tressed areas, it is sporadic. There are 
atill areas of distress forsaken by in- 
dustry and economically derelict. 

Has the recovery that is apparent the 
character of permanence or transience? A 

itive answer is impossible. There will 

danger so long as the economic life of 
the areas continues to be narrowly based 
on one, or possibly two industries. Not a 
small part of the revival is the direct 
result of emergency expenditure which 
will come to an end in a few years time. 
When that expenditure ceases the stimulus 
for much Special Area activity will. be 
withdrawn, and the areas will have to fal] 
back entirely on ordinary commercial re. 
quirements at a time when special and 
highly competitive demand has raised the 
cost of production in their staple in- 
dustries to levels which commerce looking 
ahead may hesitate to pay. The establish- 
ment, therefore, of trading estates in the 
Team Valley, in Durham, and at 
Treforest, in South Wales, has the double 
value of providing new types of employ- 
ment and of broadening the base the 
economic structure of the areas. 

The new industries give variety of em- 
ployment. They provide  wage-earning 
opportunities for women as well as men, 
they add to the wealth producing power of 
the areas industries, serving other markets 
than those of the old industries, and they 
are the best possible kind of insurance 
against the recurrence of such an in- 
dustrial] colapse as that which laid the 
areas half waste.

‘HINESE CLAIM 


The Japanese and Chinese forces spent 
the whole of yesterday shelling each 
other’s positions at Shanghai, says a Press 
Association Foreign Special telegram. 

The Chinese claim that they are holdin 
in check the Japanese troops who gaine 
a foothold on the south bank of the Soo- 
chow creek. 

The strength of this force, they assert, 
is at the very most 5,000. The Japanese 
claim, on the other hand, that it numbers 
between 8,000 and :9,000 men. 

The first of two tuccessive Japanese 
military communtqués issued in Peiping 
yesterday stated that the Chinese troops 
who had been holding out in the Hsinkow 
hills, forty miles ‘north of the capital, 
were now in full retreat, following a fierce 
Japanese attack on Tuesday night. The 
second revealed that after er, gb, the 
Chinese positions in these hills Japanese 
troops occupied the town of MHsinhien 
yesterday morning. 

The Japanese assert that fifteen 
Chinese divisions were engaged in this 
sector, and that casualties among them 
amounted to 30,000 killed and 
wounded. A spokesman admitted that 
the Chinese in Shansi furnished the 
most obstinate resistance of their 

_ experience in North China. 


THE “ RED” ARMY 


The position of the former Chinese 
“Red ' Army troops, fighting to save 
Taiyuanfu, is given as the Wutai Moun- 


east of the capital. One of yesterday’s 
communiqués admits that these troops have 
been fighting vigorously, but claims that 
they are also retreating. 

The higher mountains of the province 
are now covered with snow, and the smaller 
creeks and rivers frozen. 

The fighting in Shansi has been 
recognised by observers as of the most 
important in North China, 

The Japanese armies pushing south on 
the Peiping-Hankow and _ Tientsin-Pukow 
Railways must be constantly menaced by 
the possibility of Chinese thrusts eastward 
across their lines of communication. 


_ STRATEGIC POINTS 


It is' fully realised in Nanking by 
Chinese. militarists that it is most diffi- 
cult to defend Taiyuanfu after the fall 
of Yenmenkwan and Niangtzekwan, which 
were virtually the gates to Shansi in the 
north and east respectively. Inside these 
two strategic Great Wall passes the 
Chinese forces must make a stand on the 
central Shansi plain, which lacks nature! 
defences. 

The Chinese troops, however, have been 
ordered to hold their lines as long as 
possible while reinforcements reach South 
Shansi. It is understood in Nanking that 
defence lines have already been organised 
in South Shansi, to prepare for eventuali- 
ties on the North ioe East Shansi fronts. 

Preparations already have been made to 
evacuate Taiyuanfu, if necessary, it is 
believed.

No harbour authority ever dreamt that 
dues formerly paid on a net tonnage of 
99 tons would increase on the present size 
ships to dues on 2,400 net tons. He would 
give them an illustration of what he 
meant. They were paying on their 
present vessels—the Lady Leinster, Lady 
Munster and the Connaught—£26 per 
trip in dues! On the new Leinster 
and Munster they would have to pay 
something like £65 at the standard rate, 
He succeeded, largely through the influence 
of Mr. O’Kelly, in getting some slight 
relief in these heavy dues. 

“I wish to make an appeal to harbour 
authorities generally,” he said, “ to make 
a change in the existing law for charging 
the dues on cross-Channel express vessels 
which are going in and out of harbours 
daily like express trains. These dues are 
keeping back development, and preventing 
companies providing larger and better 
ships from developing trade between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and especially de- 
veloping the tourist traffic.’ 


£20.000 MORE A YEAR 


The fact that the port dues in Dublin 
and Liverpool were going to cost them 
£20,000 more per annum prevented them 
from ordering these ships earlier. But 
for the fact that the Dublin Board had 
met them partially, he did not think these 
vessels would ever have been ordered at 
all in their present form. He thought that 
Sir Ernest Herdman and Mr. O’Kelly 
should be able to find a method of 
encouraging shipowners by inducing the 
Harbours’ Association to devise ways and 
means of altering the present method of 
charging dues on ships that were in and 
out of port every day.
